Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of 
the  combined  districts,  comprising  Areas  “E”  and  “F”  of  the 
County  of  Somerset  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965. 

For  the  first  time,  the  report  includes  Clutton  Rural  and  Norton 
Radstock  Urban  Districts,  which  have  been  included  in  my  area  of 
responsibility  since  1st  \pril,  1965.  It  will  be  noted  therefore  that 
statistics  for  the  new  combined  area  have  been  adjusted  in  retrospect 
to  1961. 

Basically,  the  general  health  has  been  very  satisfactory,  but 
with  the  occasional  localized  disturbance  to  offset  any  feeling  of 
complacency. 

Most  of  the  routine  childhood  infectious  diseases  such  as 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever  have  had  their  expected 
toll,  but  without  serious  complications  or  fatality.  Unfortunately 
tuberculosis  showed  a rise,  and  two  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease. 
It  would  be  premature  of  me  at  this  stage  to  attribute  this  to  any 
definite  factor. 

We  had  a very  unsettling  period  over  the  summer  months 
during  which  an  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  in  the  North 
East  area  of  the  County,  including  Bath  and  the  hinges  of  Bristol. 
This  was  eventually  tracked  down  to  one  of  our  slaughterhouses 
which  supplies  meat  in  large  quantities  in  the  area.  After  a great 
deal  of  intensive  work,  particularly  by  the  Clutton  Public  Health 
Staff  and  Bath  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  often  against 
much  resistance  at  the  source,  the  outbreak  was  brought  under 
control. 

An  interesting  defect  in  food  sale  was  made  evident  in  this 
outbreak,  that  is  the  sale  of  ready-to-eat  cooked  meat  preparations 
at  the  same  counter  as  raw  meat,  and  ser\’ed  by  the  same  assistant. 
This  is  apparently  common  practice,  over  which  the  authorities 
have  no  control  even  when  there  is  a probability  that  the  raw  meat 
might  be  contaminated  by  infection.  It  happens  in  many  premises 
with  glamorous  plate  glass  and  chrome  windows  and  fitted  with 
the  latest  in  freezing-cabinets.  I would  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  in 
my  opinion  this  factor  played  a major  part  in  the  spread  of  this 
particular  outbreak. 
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The  number  of  cases  actually  notified  in  the  area  was  in  my 
opinion  a gross  under-estimate  of  the  actual  number  of  people 
infected,  man}^  of  whom  had  palliative  treatment  from  their  doctors 
or  chemists. 

Turning  to  the  more  mundane,  I am  most  gratified  to  see  that 
some  of  the  Councils  are  now  seriously  contemplating  incineration 
as  a more  practical  and  satisfactory  means  of  refuse  disposal.  This 
indeed  is  becoming  a matter  of  urgency  in  areas  where  tipping  sites 
are  increasingly  difficult  to  find. 

Up-to-date  sewage  disposal  is  generally  progressing  apace  and 
at  great  cost.  One  Council  is  showing  interest  in  the  electrically 
controlled  oxygenerating  plant,  suitable  for  hamlets  and  small 
communities. 

Housing  in  most  of  the  districts  is  attaining  a very  high  stan- 
dard. Unfortunately  there  still  are  some  families  living  in  deplorable 
conditions,  and,  sometimes,  I wonder  whether  the  methods  of 
housing  allocation  should  not  be  reconsidered  on  a more  rational 
scheme  of  priorities.  However  much  we  would  like  to  have  the  ideal 
tenant  we  shall  alvvays  have  sub-standard  families,  and  I feel  that 
it  is  up  to  us  to  endeavour  to  bring  their  standards  up  by  reasonable 
housing  and  full  co-ordination  with  the  Welfare  Authorities.  Is  it 
not  our  duty  at  least  to  give  the  children  some  basis  on  which  to 
start? 

I am  glad  to  see  that  one  authority  at  least  is  nearing  the  end 
of  its  slum  clearance. 

Finally,  we  have  gone  a long  wa}^  in  providing  comfortable 
quarters  for  the  elderly.  Some  of  our  bungalow  sites  are  almost 
ideal,  constructed  as  they  are  on  a general  housing  estate  and  having 
their  own  community  centre.  One  improvement  which  could  be 
investigated  is  the  question  of  heating.  We  all  know  how  the  old 
folk  will  not  be  without  their  coal  fires,  but  it  is  now  generally  con- 
sidered by  the  experts  that  there  should  be  a constant  background 
warmth,  particularly  during  the  night,  to  obviate  hypothermia,  a 
condition  of  lowered  temperature  to  which  the  elderly  are  particu- 
larly vulnerable. 

I wish  to  thank  all  council  members  for  their  help  and  courtesy, 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  their  staff  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  assistance.  I am  also  grateful  to  Miss  Baldwin 
and  Mrs.  '^ims  in  the  Health  Department  for  their  continued  loyalty 
and  support  during  the  year.

The  inclusion  of  Glutton  and  Norton  Radstock  has  necessitated 
alterations  in  the  figures  previously  published.  The  only  appreciable 
change  demonstrated  is  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  in  1964;  other- 
wise, as  one  would  e.xpect,  there  is  little  variation. 

Examination  of  the  1965  figures  shows  an  unfortunate  rise  in 
the  infant  deaths,  nine  more  than  the  previous  year.  However,  all 
the  statistics  compare  favourably  with  the  national.

Measles : 

There  has  been  the  expected  biennial  high  level  of  measles 
but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  appears  to  be  presenting  an 
altered  picture.  The  case  occurrence  has  shown  itself  to  be  more 
evenly  spread  through  most  of  the  year  rather  than  the  usually 
shorter  high  peak  in  the  winter  months. 

A protective  vaccine  for  measles  is  now  available  but  its  full 
efficiency  has  not  yet  been  accepted. 

Poliomyelitis : 

We  have  again  had  a year  free  from  poliomyelitis,  no  doubt  due 
to  the  high  rate  of  protection  offered  by  vaccination  of  children. 
The  oral  administration  of  vaccine  is  very  readily  accepted,  even 
by  the  non-believers. 

Scarlet  Fever: 

This  disease  is  still  low  in  incidence  and  severity,  and  wdthout 
complications. 

Dysentery  : 

Only  two  families  were  concerned  in  the  seven  notifications. 

Food  Poisoning: 

This  disease  is  tending  to  become  the  annual  dread  and  has 
already  been  commented  upon. 
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Tuberculosis : 

The  appreciable  increase  in  case  incidence  for  this  one  year 
need  not  give  concern  for  alarm,  but  is  a little  disconcerting  in  view 
of  the  maintained  decline  in  number  over  the  past  few  years. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

A constant  drive  to  keep  up  a satisfactory  state  of  protection 
in  the  population  is  maintained  by  general  practitioners  and  local 
authority  Medical  Officers  and  nurses.  Use  is  made  of  publicity 
material  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Central  Council  of 
Health  Education.  The  result  in  this  area  is  the  absence  of  diphtheria 
and  poliomyelitis. 

Small  sporadic  outbreaks  of  these  two  diseases  still  occur  in 
parts  of  the  country,  exclusively  attacking  those  inadequately 
protected  by  immunisation. 

The  simultaneous  administration  of  all  four,  diphtheria,  whoop- 
ing cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  has  done  a great  deal  to  make 
the  procedure  more  acceptable  to  parents. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  now  offered  to  school 
children  at  the  age  of  twelve  years  instead  of  thirteen  years  as 
before,  in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  further  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  in  the  adolescent.  Unfortunately  the  acceptance  rate  is  not 
high  as  many  parents  allow  their  children  to  over-ride  their  better 
judgment. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

This  invaluable  diagnostic  service  of  Chest  X-ray  has  its 
regular  weekly  or  fortnightly  visits  to  the  more  populated  areas, 
and  is  accessible  to  all  as  part  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Factories  and  workplaces  of  reasonable  size  are  visited  on  site, 
to  ensure  as  little  loss  of  workers’  time  as  possible.

Bathavon  is  holding  its  own  in  having  an  appreciably  higher 
birth  rate  than  last  year,  although  below  the  national  average.  The 
infantile  death  rate  is  correspondingly  low. 

The  general  death  rate  was  low.  Over  half  the  deaths  for  the 
area  were  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  There  was 
a noticeable  increase  in  deaths  from  malignant  disease  46  (against  34 
for  1964). 

One  death  occurred  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (4) . 

Motor  accidents  accounted  for  1 (4)  deaths,  and  other  accidents 
4 (8). 

So  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned,  the  only  further 
comments  necessary  are  on  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis,  with  7 (3) 
cases,  and  food  poisoning,  30  (1)  cases.  Most  of  the  food  poisoning 
were  from  the  outbreak  already  described,  but  some  from  an  out- 
break in  the  Shepton  Mallet  area. 

Finally,  no  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  only  two  public  supplies,  viz., 
part  of  the  Parish  of  Northstoke  and  a small  part  of  the  Parish  of 
Peasedown  St.  John.  Neither  supply  has  given  difficulty. 

Statutory  supplies,  namely  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  and 
Bath  Corporation  Waterworks  Department,  have  maintained  a 
satisfactory  supply  throughout  the  year,  except  that  the  more 
elevated  parts  of  Peasedown  St.  John  have  not,  at  all  times,  received 
sufficient  pressure.  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  are  preparing 
a scheme  to  rectify  this. 

The  private  supply  serving  the  hamlet  of  Hunstrete  was  found 
to  be  contaminated,  and  an  alternative  supply  from  the  mains  of 
Bath  City  Waterworks  was  used,  pending  the  laying  of  new  mains 
in  the  hamlet  by  Bristol  Waterworks  Company. 

Public  and  Private  Estate  supplies  were  sampled  regularly, 
and  apart  from  the  foregoing,  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Individual  wells  and  springs  were  sampled  as  necessary,  and 
of  these,  three  wells  were  cleansed  and  protected,  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Water  Distribution: 

Of  the  twentj^-six  parishes  in  the  district,  all  have  public 
services  with  the  exception  of  two,  which  are  served  by  private 
estate  supplies. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  more  urban  parts  of  the  district  surrounding  Bath,  namely, 
Bathampton,  Bathford,  Batheaston,  Claverton  (part),  Monkton 
Combe,  Lower  Swainswick,  Freshford,  Peasedown  St.  John,  Camer- 
ton  (part),  Shoscombe,  Southstoke,  Priston,  Corston  and  Newton 
St.  Loe,  discharge,  by  agreement,  into  the  sewers  of  Bath  Cor- 
poration. The  parish  of  Whitchurch  is  drained  into  the  sewers  of 
Bristol  Corporation. 

Apart  from  occasional  blockages  the  sewers  have  functioned 
satisfactorily  with  the  exception  of  a length  of  sewer  in  Summer 
Lane,  Combe  Down,  which,  during  thunderstonns  or  periods  of 
exceptional  rain,  becomes  super-charged  with  surface  water.  Bath 
Corporation  and  the  Council  are  considering  ways  of  alleviating 
this  difficulty. 
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The  Council  has  its  own  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  parishes 
of  Freshford,  Southstoke,  Priston,  Peasedown  St.  John,  Shoscombe 
(which  also  serves  part  of  the  parish  of  Peasedown  St.  John),  and 
Corston  (which  also  serves  the  parish  of  Newton  St.  Loe).  Smaller 
works  serving  housing  estates  only  are  situated  at  Queen  Charlton, 
Camerton,  Compton  Dando  and  Marksbury.  The  sewers  connected 
to  these  are  proving  adequate. 

Four  full-time  men  and  two  part-time  are  engaged  in  the  main- 
tenance of  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations. 

The  scheme  for  re-sewering  and  new  disposal  works  for  Wellow 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

Schemes  programmed  for  the  future  include: — 

(i)  New  Buildings  and  Carlingcott,  (now  been  submitted  to  the 

Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government). 

(ii)  A joint  scheme  for  sewering  and  sewage  disposal  for  the 

villages  of  Marksbury  and  Compton  Dando,  and 

(iii)  sewering  parts  of  Tunley  and  Camerton. 

Although  mainly  sewered,  Hinton  Charterhouse  has  un- 
satisfactory means  of  sewage  disposal  and  treatment  works  are 
required. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  continues  from 
the  whole  of  the  district.  No  serious  difficulties  arose  in  operation. 

About  half  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  on  controlled 
tipping  sites  operated  by  Bath  Corporation.  Most  of  the  remainder 
is  disposed  of  at  a partially  controlled  tip  maintained  by  the  Council, 
and  the  remainder  at  an  uncontrolled  tip  not  belonging  to  the 
Council.  This  latter  tip  is  unsatisfactory  and  will  be  abandoned  as 
soon  as  other  satisfactory  provisions  can  be  made. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  owned  by  the  Council,  and 
twenty-six  drivers  and  collectors  are  employed  on  the  service. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  have  continued  this  service  with  one  full  time 
operator. 

Occupiers  of  private  residences  receive  a fiee  service,  and  a 
yearly  contract  service  is  offered  to  occupants  of  business  premises 
and  agricultural  units. 

Permanent  hopper  baiting  points  have  been  carefully  selected 
in  natural  rodent  approaches  in  many  parts  of  the  district,  and  some 
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seventy  hoppers  are  in  operation.  Each  of  these  points  is  visited 
six  times  a year  and  replenished  with  bait  or  poison,  as  required. 
This  method  has  resulted  in  a marked  reduction  of  complaints  from 
nearby  built-up  areas. 

850  inspection  visits  were  made,  and  420  calls  for  operational 
purposes  were  carried  out  in  dealing  with  95  infestations.  By  far 
the  larger  proportion  of  these  cases  w^ere  of  a “minor”  order,  and 
only  in  a few  instances  could  the  infestation  be  called  “major”. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  plants  have  been 
kept  under  observation,  and  treatments  have  been  carried  out  as 
necessary. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Council’s  main  sewers  are  receiving  a 
test  baiting  and  poisoning  treatment  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture’s  requirements.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  number  of  Registered  Premises  is  forty-six,  consisting  of 
ten  offices,  twenty-nine  retail  shops,  two  warehouses  and  five  cater- 
ing establishments. 

Fifty  inspections  made  of  the  Registered  Premises  showed  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  being  complied  with,  and  only  two 
shop£  and  one  office  required  informal  action  to  provide  wash-hand 
basins  with  hot  and  cold  running  water. 

A special  si  rvey  on  the  lighting  conditions,  both  natural  and 
artificial,  in  offices  and  shops  was  carried  out  during  the  last  three 
months  of  1965.  Light  readings  in  l.rmens  per  squarefoot  were 
taken  and  noted,  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER  1957 

During  the  past  year  unannounced  visits  were  made  to  all  the 
licensed  swill  boiler  operators,  and  inspections  were  carried  out. 

There  are  now  twenty  licensed  swill  boiler  operators  in  the 
Rural  District.  Equipment  constitutes  ten  coppers,  five  pressure 
cookers  and  five  steam  injector  plants. 

Inspections  revealed  that  the  operators  are  observing  the  rules 
to  be  followed  in  dealing  with  raw  swill.  It  was  only  necessary  to 
serve  four  notices  where,  in  two  boiler  plants,  the  floors  were  holed, 
and  two  operators  required  to  improve  the  drainage  system. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

Four  applications  were  received  under  the  Act,  three  w^ere  able 
to  be  licensed  on  the  completion  of  minor  alterations  and  additions, 
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but  the  fourth  required  more  extensive  alterations  and  rebuilding; 
part  of  the  premises  have  been  so  altered  as  to  allow  them  to  be 
licensed,  the  remainder  of  the  work  to  be  carried  out  in  due  course. 

In  operating  this  Act,  the  local  Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  and 
the  Advisory  Officer  to  Bath  City  Fire  Brigade  co-operated  in 
giving  advice,  and  their  help  is  appreciated.

Although  the  number  of  births  occurring  in  Keynsham,  mainly 
at  the  Hospital,  has  greatly  multiplied,  it  is  odd  that  the  birth  rate 
applicable  to  the  Urban  District  itself  is  well  down  on  last  year.  It 
is  in  fact  the  lowest  for  ten  years. 

One  encouraging  factor  is  the  fall  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  to 
less  than  half  the  national  average,  only  two  deaths  having  occurred 
during  the  year. 

The  general  death  rate  also  is  the  lowest  for  many  years.  There 
was  a negligible  variation  in  the  causes  of  death,  .\bout  60  per  cent 
were  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and  16  per  cent 
to  malignant  disease. 

The  incidence  of  notihed  infectious  disease  calls  for  little  com- 
ment. The  extraordinarily  small  number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning 
notified  is  indicative  of  the  numbers  who  sought  palliative  bottles  of 
medicine.

The  nursery  continues  to  provide  daily  care  for  children  under 
five  years  in  special  circumstances,  and,  as  usual,  priority  is  accorded 
to  those  whose  mothers  are  ill,  or  are  of  necessity  working,  or  where 
the  home  conditions  are,  for  substantial  reasons,  unable  to  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  the  children.

All  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  designated  and  samples  taken  by 
Somerset  County  Council  indicate  that  a satisfactory  standard  has 
been  maintained. 

There  are  9 Registered  Distributors  of  milk  and  6 Registered 
Dairy  premises  (other  than  farms)  in  the  district. 

(e)  Bakehouses : 

Two  bakehouses  remain  in  regular  use  and  have  been  satisfac- 
torily maintained. 

(f;  Ice-cream: 

Twenty  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  these  one  was  reported  Grade  II  and  one  Grade  IV. 
The  remainder  were  all  Grade  I. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Rainfall : 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  as  recorded  at  the  Somerdale 
station  was  33.96  inches. 

The  public  water  supply  is  provided  by  Bristol  Waterworks  and 
practically  all  domestic  supplies  are  obtained  from  the  Company’s 
mains.  The  quality  and  quantity  have  been  quite  satisfactory. 

Quarterly  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have 
aU  been  satisfactory.  Chemical  analysis  indicated  that  the  water  is 
moderately  soft  and  slightly  alkaline. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  greater  proportion  of  sewage  from  the  district  was  treated 
at  the  Disposal  Works  and  reports  on  samples  of  the  effluent  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Anah^st  were  quite  satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  reconstruction  of  sewers  and  the 
pumping  station  for  the  western  outfall  was  nearing  completion. 
The  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  eastern  end  of  the  district  was  also 
in  preparation.

It  is  interesting  that  the  Frome  Urban  birth  rate  continues  on 
the  increase,  notwithstanding  the  national  trend  to  a lower  rate  in 
1965,  and  is  well  above  the  average  for  the  country.  Illegitimacy 
is  lower  than  the  average,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  less  than 

one  quarter  of  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

One  most  unfortunate  incident  was  the  death  of  one  mother  in 
childbirth,  the  hrst  since  1958. 

The  general  death  rate  was  below  average,  two-thirds  of  the 
deaths  being  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  Deaths 
from  malignant  disease  were  less  than  for  the  previous  year. 

One  elderly  person  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Frome  Urban  district  appears  to  have  been  very  free  from 
notified  infectious  disease.  Only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  occurred, 
compared  with  five  for  the  previous  year,  and  very  few  measles 
were  notified  considering  the  national  epidemic. 

FROME  CLINIC 

Details  of  the  personal  health  services  provided  by  the  Somerset 
County  Health  Authority  are  included  for  information. 

Much  of  the  ancillary  work  is  carried  out  as  usual  by  voluntary 
workers  to  whom  we  are  ever  grateful.

Milk  Supply: 

There  are  four  registered  distributors  oTmilk  and  two  registered 
dairy  premises  other  than  farms. 

Ninety-four  samples  of  Designated  Milk  were  taken  for  bac- 
teriological examination  by  the  Somerset  County  Council  and  all 
were  satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream: 

There  are  sixty-two  registered  premises.  During  the  year  nine 
samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Bath;  all 
were  in  Grade  1. 

Slaughterhouse  Act  1958: 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house belonging  to  the  Urban  District  Council.  All  entrances 
directly  on  to  the  public  road  have  been  closed,  so  that  vehicles  to 
and  from  the  slaughterhouse  move  within  its  curtilage. 

Other  improvements  and  e.xtensions  include  the  provision  of  a 
separate  boiler  room  and  office,  bringing  the  lighting  up  to  the 
required  standards,  and  improved  lairage  and  hanging  facilities. 
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The  cost,  ;^6,000,  is  considered  to  be  well  worth  while,  the 
slaughterhouse  continuing  to  provide  a useful  service  to  the  District, 
and  much  appreciated  by  the  local  butchers.

This  year  the  birth  rate  rose  to  near  the  national  average  and  is 
well  up  on  the  local  rate  for  the  previous  year  The  stillbirth  rate 
has  dropped  but  is  still  regarded  as  high,  as  is  the  death  rate  for 
infants  up  to  one  year.  Of  the  infant  deaths,  six  were  associated 
with  conditions  at  birth,  one  acute  illness  and  one  misadventure; 
all  were  legitimate. 

The  low  general  death  rate  was  of  course  an  asset.  Half  the 
deaths  were  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and 
nearly  a hfth  to  malignant  disease. 

We  seemed  to  have  been  particularly  free  from  serious  infectious 
disease,  notably  food  poisoning  which  was  so  prevalent  in  the  neigh- 
bouring areas.

SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  drainage  schemes  for  the  parishes  of  Wanstrow  and  Leigh 
on  Mendip  have  been  completed  and  are  in  operation,  bringing  the 
total  of  parishes  served  by  such  schemes  to  nine.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Lepton  Noble  works  will  be  completed  early  next  year  and  when 
this  and  the  three  additional  schemes  now  being  prepared  have  been 
carried  out  the  district  will  be  sewered  in  all  practicable  areas 
except  Buckland  Dinham  and  Chantry. 

The  existing  works  are  maintained  by  three  attendants  and  a 
foreman  is  to  take  up  his  duties  early  next  year.  The  additional 
work  imposed  by  the  completion  of  new  schemes  means  that  this 
labour  force  will  have  to  be  revised  but  it  is  hoped  to  ease  the 
position  by  the  employment  of  part-time  labour  in  suitable  cases. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  throughout 
the  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Coleford  and  part  of 
the  parish  of  Selwood,  where  the  collection  was  weekly. 
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Early  in  the  year  a tractor  was  purchased  for  use  at  Wolverton 
tip  and  this  has  proved  invaluable. 

A pilot  scheme  for  the  collection  of  waste  paper  has  been 
introduced  in  conjunction  with  normal  collections  and  while  it  is 
appreciated  that  no  great  revenue  will  result  it  is  hoped  to  show  a 
small  profit  and  perhaps  more  important  it  will  reduce  the  quantity 
of  inflammable  refuse  at  the  tip.

The  general  standard  of  housing  is  steadily  improving  through- 
out the  district  as  owners  improve  their  properties.  This  trend  is  of 
course  most  satisfactory,  but  it  does  have  the  undesirable  effect  of 
raising  prices  and,  worse,  reducing  the  number  of  private  properties 
available  for  renting.  This  in  turn  reflects  on  the  number  of  appli- 
cations for  Council  houses  which  at  one  time  appeared  to  be  levelling 
off,  but  is  now  again  increasing.

Intensive  courses  of  treatment  were  carried  out  over  two  large 
areas  in  the  district  during  the  early  summer  and  these  have  proved 
successful.  Houses  were  treated  on  request  whenever  possible,  but 
as  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  the  sewage  works  attendants 
such  work  inevitably  strained  the  Department’s  resources.  It  is 
obvious  that  there  is  a demand  for  such  a service,  that  it  should  be 
available  as  and  when  required,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
addition  of  the  foreman  to  the  staff  will  do  much  to  improve  the 
present  situation.

The  birth  rate  was  up  on  the  previous  year  and  well  above  the 
national  average,  as  one  would  expect  in  a more  industrialised  dis- 
trict; this  notwithstanding  the  declining  tread  nationally. 

Related  hgures  for  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  are  average 
and  show  a marked  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

The  general  death  rate  was  below  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
Conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation  contributed  to  just  under  one- 
half,  and  malignant  disease  just  under  one-hfth  of  the  total. 

Happily,  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  recorded  (two  in 
1964). 

So  far  as  notihed  infectious  diseases  were  concerned,  the  district 
was  very  fortunate  in  escaping  with  so  few  cases  of  food  poisoning, 
considering  its  geographical  position  between  two  areas  of  serious 
outbreak. 

The  hve  cases  of  dysentery  were  in  the  one  family,  confined  so 
by  efficient  control  measures. 

Unfortunately  nine  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  noti- 
fied, compared  with  two  in  1964  and  three  in  1963.  One  cannot, 
however,  regard  this  one  year’s  figure  as  substantive  evidence  as  to 
cause.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  & HOUSING  OFFICER 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  public  water  supply  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
Bristol  Watersvorks  Company,  and  during  the  year  has  been  satis- 
factory both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Regular  bacteriological  sampling  of  water  is  carried  out  as  a 
routine  measure  by  the  Company.  A total  of  165  samples,  both  raw 
and  treated  water  were  taken;  a further  31  chemical  tests  of  water 
were  made.  All  these  measures  are  taken  to  ensim'  constant  purity 
of  the  main  water  supply. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  development  within  the  Urban 
District  is  now  connected  to  main  drainage,  the  individual  isolated 
property  served  by  cesspool  drainage  being  very  limited,  as  the 
rural  fringe  properties  of  the  district  have  been  dealt  with  as  unfit 
dwellings,  and  either  demolished  or  improved . 

The  disposal  works  at  Midsomer  Norton  and  Radstock  are  of 
old  design,  overloaded  and  therefore  not  efficient.  New  proposals 
will  include  the  modification  of  sludge  plant  at  the  Radstock  works, 
new  trunk  sewer  linking  Midsomer  Norton  and  Radstock  vvorks, 
and  a new  Waterside  Valley  Sewer  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
£214,000. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out.  Trade  refuse  is 
collected  according  to  individual  requirements  of  trades  and  business 
premises,  the  actual  cost  of  the  collection  service  being  charged. 

The  present  refuse  tip  at  Broadway  continues  to  cause  a nuisance; 
in  view  of  this,  controlled  tipping  is  to  be  introduced  with  daily 
covering  down. 

Financial  provisions  have  been  made  to  purchase  a tracked 
mechanical  loading  shovel  for  use  on  the  tip  which  should  bring 
considerable  improvement  to  this  problem  of  refuse  disposal  wfiiich 
has  existed  for  many  years.

The  birth  rate,  which  showed  a slight  fall  on  the  previous  year, 
and  its  associated  statistics  do  not  demonstrate  any  signihcant 
change.  The  infantile  death  rate  compares  unfavourably  with  that 
of  1964  but  is  still  below  the  national  average. 

The  general  death  rate  is  about  average  for  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Nearly  sixty  per  cent  were  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart 
and  circulation,  and  about  one  sixth  to  malignant  disease. 

The  statistics  for  infectious  disease  show  some  unusual  features. 

The  large  number  of  food  poisoning  notifications  have  already 
been  explained.  Many  of  the  notified  cases  A’ere  symptomless 
carriers  found  on  investigation.  All  credit  is  due  to  the  Glutton 
Public  Health  Staff,  for  their  unflagging  efforts,  against  human  and 
bacterial  odds,  in  getting  the  source  of  infection  at  the  slaughter- 
house under  control.  The  actual  focus  was  considered  to  have  been 
in  a pond  in  an  adjacent  field. 

Although  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  actually  notified  in  the 
district,  one  child  resident  was  diagnosed  in  a Bristol  hospital 
and  therefore  notified  as  from  that  town.  The  child,  a Spanish 
national  arrived  in  this  country  suffering  from  the  disease.  This  is 
the  second  year  in  succession  in  which  typhoid  fever  has  been 
brought  from  Spain  to  the  rural  district. 

As  a postcript  I would  add  that  immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  readily  available  to  would-be  travellers. 

The  incidence  of  seven  cases  of  tuberculosis  gi\^es  cause  for 
vigilance.  As  previously  stated,  much  more  evidence  is  needed 
before  one  can  presume  on  causation.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  The  Bristol  Waterworks  supply  mains  water  throughout  all 
twenty-three  parishes.  Minor  extensions  were  carried  out  to  supply 
small  groups  of  properties  not  previously  supplied. 

(b)  Quarterly  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  and  annual 
sampling  for  chemical  analysis  gave  satisfactory  results. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Chilcompton  (Stage  1)  scheme  was  completed  during  the 
year.  High  Littleton,  Hallatrow  and  Timsbury  scheme  commenced. 

The  larger  works  have  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  with 
the  exceptions  of  Paulton  where  trade  effluent  problems  were  acute, 
and  Glutton  where  overloading  is  becoming  an  increasing  problem. 

Forty-five  samples  of  effluent  plus  eighteen  trade  effluent 
samples  from  Purnell’s  and  seven  from  Potter’s  were  submitted  to 
the  Laboratory  for  analysis. 


REFUSE 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  carried  out  through- 
out the  area  with  very  few  complaints,  and  these  mainly  resulting 
from  vehicle  breakdowns  The  British  Road  Services’  vehicles  were 
in  their  ninth  year  of  operation 

Controlled  tipping  continued  at  Goosards  Bridge  with  good 
work  being  done  by  the  Bristol  Duplex  Tractor.

Two  investigations  were  necessary  where  Brucella  Abortus  was 
found  to  be  present  in  milk  and  informal  action  safeguarded  the 
supplies.  Two  informal  notices  were  served.
